AIM AT DESTRUCTION

Palmer Says That Bomb 
Throwers Hope to Make 
Clean Sweep—Source of 


the Bomb Plot Is Purely 
Domestic, Officials As- 


sert. 


Washington, June 18.—The men- 
ace bomb outrages still hangs over 
the country in the beliegf of offi- 
cials of the department of justice. 

William J. Flynn, chief of the de- 
partment’s bureau of investigation, 
said toda ythat he believed there 
were more “bombs to come,” but 
said it was impossible to say when 
the next attempt to create a reign 
of terror by explosions might be 
made. 

Supplementing Mr. Flynn’s state- 
ment, the department tonight made 
public testimony of Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer before the house appro- 
priations committee asking for a 


” special fund of $500,000 to carry on 


the hunt for radicals, The attorney 
general told the committee, as the 
testimony revealed, that govern- 
ment officials hed been.advised of a 
day set for another attempt by radi- 
cals “to destroy the government at 
one fell swoop.” | 

“We have received so many no- 
tices and gotten so much informa- 
tion,” Mr. Palmer told the com- 
mittee at his recent appearance, 
“that it has almost come to be ac- 
cepted as a fact that' on a certain 
day in the future, which we have 
been advised of, there will be an- 
other serious and probably much 
larger effort of the same character, 
which the wild fellows of this move- 
ment describe as revolution, a prop- 
osition to rise up and destroy the 
government at one fell swoop.” 

Every Precaution Taken. 

Mr. Flynn said he knew of no 
plot planned for Independence day 
and emphasized that every precau- 
tion was being taken by police 
‘throughout the United States. He 
expressed the belief that eventually 
those inyolved in the recent out- 
rages would be brought to justice. 

“We know the source from wnich 
the bomb operators have come,” Mr. 
Flynn said. “The agitation is pure- 
- ly domestic and has no foreign con- 
nection, although there may be some 
foreigners active in it. It will take 
some time to clear up the cases, 
but we are making progress.” 

Mr. Flyr 1 gave the first -authori- 
tative account of the investigation 
of the attempt on the life of Attor- 
ney General Palmer. Two men were 
engaged, he said, both carrying suit- 
cases, each of which doubtless con- 
tained a bomb. Two witnesses, 
whose identity is closely guarded, 
have been found who saw the men 
only a minute before the explosion. 
Apparently one of the bombs was 
timed to go off at ll p. m The 
presence of the other persons on the. 
street delayed the plotters, who are

The Constitution 
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Deccrated Hero 
OftheWorldWar 
Admits Robbery 


Howard Moore, Winner 
of Three Medals and 
Eleven Citations for 
Bravery, Confesses to 
Robbing and Chaining 
Auto Driver. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 18.—Ar- 
rested at Huntsville, Alabama, with 
two other soldiers and brought here 
today, Howard Moore, 22, of Mo- 
bile, Alabama, winner of three med- 
als and eleven citations for bravery, 
confessed that he and his compan- 
ions were the men who on Monday 
tied a local taxicab driver to a tree 
and took possession of his automo- 
bile, 

Moore served overseas with the 
115th infantry for eighteen months. 
He spent eight months in the first 
line trenches. 

Newspaper accounts of Moore’s 
valor say he was one of the five 
men left from 115 in his company. 
According to Moore’s statements 
and newspaper clippings he is win- 
ner of the D. S. C., Croix de Guerre, 
War cross and was cited eleven 
times for bravery. 

He received a bayonet wound in 
the left leg, was gassed and slight- 
ly wounded another time. When 
arrested he was wearing the green 
cord, a citation by the French gov- 
ernment for bravery. | 

The three men are charged with 
grand larceny of an automobile, 
and assault and battery. 


STRIKE COMMITTEE 


WILL MEET BROWN 


Conference Thursday Be- . 


tween Committee of 
Striking Employees and 
President of Southern 
Bell Company. 


First steps leading to a conference 
between officials of the Bell Tele- 
phone company and the striking 
employees who left the service of 
the company about two weeks ago, 
were taken Wednesday when a com- 
mittee was appointed by the strik- 
ers to meet President J. Epps Brown 
in a preliminary conference with a 
view toward ascertaining whether 
or not a basis might be formed for 
an agreement that may end the 
strike, so far as the Southern Bell 
Telephone company is concerned. 

The committee that will meet 
President Brown in his office at the 
Telephone building on South Pryor 
street, is composed of three young 
ladies, former operators, and mem- 
bers of the Commercial Telegrapher’s 
union and three ladies from the 
International Brotherhood of Elet- 
trical Workers, These young, women, 
who are to act as representatives of 
the striking employees of the com- 
pany, have chosen to accompany 
them and advise with them during 
the conference, Third International 
Vice President Mann, and Austin F. 
Joyner, of the telegraphers’ union, 
and William Pollard, financial agent, 
and Miss Rose Hickey, organizer, of 
the Il. B. E. W. Credentials showing 
that the committee represents the 
striking operators, it is declared, 
will be demanded of the committee 
by President Brown. 


No Power to Act. 


This committee, it is understood, 
will have no power to act, further 
than to confer wth Mr. Brown, of 
the telephone company, and report 
back to the meetings of the two 
above named unions as to the re- 
sults of the conference. In other 
words, the first meeting will be in 
the mature of a parley, each side 
learning, if possible, how many 
concessions may be expected from 
the other. 

While no time has yet been an- 
nounced for the conference, there 
having been no official notification 
sent to the telephone heads by the 
strikers, it is expected that the pre- 
liminary conferences will be held 
this morning. President Brown has 
signified his willingness to meet the 
committee. o 

The question as to whether or not 
this conference will bring about the 
end of the strike so far as the South- 
ern Bell company is concerned, was 
much discussed among the union 
men Wednesday afternoon, and 
while the hope has been expressed, 
and predictions have been made by 
leaders that a settlement of all dif- 
ferences would be effected, there 
are, however, opinions to the oppo? 
site effect. 

The committee was named, it was 
said, and the plan perfected to hold 
a conference with President Brown, 
under the order of Postmaster Bur- 
leson, directing phone officials to 
treat with the employees collectively 
or through committees appointed by 
them, and after the published state-

FER-MINE REPEAL 
ALLED IN SENATE 


By Vote of 55 to 11 Dras- 
tic War-Time Prohibi- 
tion Is Allowed to Stand. 
Phelan Says People De- 
mand Prohi Referendum. 


Washington, June 18.—Certain de- 
feat for efforts to have congress ex- 
empt beer and wine from opera- 
tion of the war-time prohibition 
law was seen in an overwhelming 
vote of 55 to 11 in the senate late 
today against an — pro- 
posal. / 

By that margin, the senate tabled 
a motion by Senator Phelan, demo- 
|crat, of California, to add a rider 
to the agricultural appropriation 
bill for application of the war-time 
prohibition law to distilled spirits 
alone. The sentiment of the senate 
thus expressed in the first test vote 
of this congress was taken gener- 
ally to sound the death-knell for 
measures designed to permit use of 
beer and wines under the war-time 
legislation. 

New Tack Taken in House, 

A new tack was taken in the 
house, however, by advocates of sus- 
pension of the war-time prohibition 
law’s provisions in so far as they af- 
fect beer and wines. The house 
judiciary committee received and 
}agreed to vote next Saturday on an 
amendment by Representative Gard, 
democrat, of Ohio, to prohibition 
enforcement legislation which would 
authorize the president to suspend 
the war-time ban on beer and wines. 
Rejection of the amendment by the 
committee generally was predicted. 
The committee also decided to rec- 
ommend enforcement of prohibition 
by the internal revenue commis- 
Sioner and not by a special prohi- 
bition commissioner. 3 

Disposition by the senate of the 

helan proposal came after little 
discussion, except by Mr. Phelan, 
and none by advocates of prohibi- 
tion. The California senator urged

Announcement was made that sev- 
eral senators favoring the tabling 
motion were paired and unable to 
vote, while Senator McLean, repub- 
lican, of Connecticut, voted against 
tabling the amendment, but with- 
drew his vote because paired. 


Phelan Attacks Prohibition. 


Speaking in support of his amend- 
ment, Senator Phelan dtclared that 
as the war virtually was at an end 
and demobilization practically com- 
pleted, congress had no reasonable 
excuse for infringing on the rights 
of the states to determine whether 
or not they should permit the sale 
of light wines and beers. 

“For congress to intervene in this 
matter,” the senator declared, “is a 
direct violation of constitutional 
rights.” 

“Those who can _ afford it,’”’ Mr. 
Phelan added, “have stored up wines 
to last them for a life time, but the 
poor man is unable to do this. 

“This constitutional prohibition 
amendment, which becomes effective 
next January, makes more reason- 
able the request that war-time pro- 
‘hibition be discontinued. It is the 
general concurrence of sentiment of 
the people for repeal, and the pres- 
ident has requested its repeal.” 

Grape growers and hop-raisers, 
Senator Phelan said, had been en- 
couraged by the government, and 
if the war time provisions against 
beer and wine were raised, he said, 
they might in small part recoup 
losses from constitutional prohibi- 
tion by selling this year’s crops of 
frapes and hops. 

“The prohibitiow amendment to 
the constitution,” said Senator Phe- 
land, “nevér will go into effect un- 
less congress gives the people of the 
United States a referendum on it,” 
He declared that the amendmen 
writes “thou shalt not” into the con- 
stitution for the first time.

Robbed 2 Trains, 
Looted 13 Banks 
And Killed 2 Men 


Gordon Fawcett Hamby 
Calmly Confesses His 
Crimes and Says He 
Wants to Be Executed 
Quickly. 


New York, June 18.—Two train 
robberies and thirteen bank hold- 
ups was the criminal record ad- 
mitted today by Gordon Fawcett 
Hamby, alias J. B. Allan, awaiting 
trial here for the murder of two 
men when he robbed a Brooklyn 
savings bank. Seated in his céll, he. 
told the remarkable story of his 
crimes in an impersonal and dis- 
passionate tone, closing it with a 
declaration that he had no further 
interests in life except to be exe- 
cuted as speedily as possible. — 

According to Hamby he was born 
in Alberta, Canada, 26 years ago. 
He said he found holding up banks 
an easy way of making a living 
and operated mainly through the 
central portion of the United States. 

“I am wanted in Chicago, San 
Francisco and several other places” 
he said, “but the only time I was 
compelled to shoot durinzt a bank 
job was here in Brooklyn. Really 
I did not want to shoot then. I 
had to as the clearks would not 
obey my orders.” 

A girl he met in New York, Ham- 
by continued, accompanied him on 
most of his travels but he never 


made her an accomplice in his 
crimes. : 

“I never worked with any woman 
holding up banks or trains” he ex- 
plained. “I bothered with women 
very little because they talk too 
muc.” 


. “I don’t want a trial’ he said. 
I know I am guilty and that is 
all there is to it. 

There is one particular reason 
why I do not want to take the 
Stand and that is because I may be 
asked too many questions which I 
do not care to answer.” 


WIDOW ARRESTED 


IN SHOOTING 


SE 


Mrs. John Henry Green 
Held on Assault Charge 
Sworn Out by Man Who 
Shot Husband. : 


Mrs. John Henry Green, who lives 
on the Huff road, just outside of 
the city limits, early Tuesday night 
was arrested on a warrant sworn 
out by Luther Williams, a bailiff in 
Cook’s district, charging her with 
assault with intent to murder. 

Her husband who, with his wife, 
was wounded last Friday in an alter- 
cation with Williams, died early 
Saturday night at Grady hospital. 

Williams was also wounded, and 
is being held without bond at the 
jail. 


Bond Is Furnished. 

The warrant was sworn out by 
Judge Hicks, of Cook’s district. A 
few minutes after she arrived at the 
tower, Harry F. Williams, who op- 
erates.a bicycle shop on Edgewood 
avenue, put up $1,000 cash bond for 
her appearance in court. 

With her eyes’ bloodshot from 
weeping, her right arm in a sling 
because of the wound she received 


when, she declares, she tried to 
Shield her husband, a pathetic 
scene was caused at the county 


tower when she was led into the 
jail by the arresting officer. 

“Madam, you are charged with 
assaulting Luther Williams with 
the intent to take his life,” she 
was told by the turnkey as she 
passed through the large iron 
doors into the corridor of the 
jail. 

Assault Is Claimed. 


“Williams claims that you and 
your husband attacked him with a 
rifle and tried to beat him to 
death, when he went to your home 
to levy on some furniture,” said 
the jailer. 

“I was only trying to protect my 
husband,” said Mrs. Green. “The 
bailiff insulted me,” she contin- 
ued, “and that started all the trou- 
ble. When Williams drew his gun, 
I begged him not to shoot. I pray- 
ed God to stop him, but suddenly 
I felt a sharp — in my hand and 
I knew I was hit. 


Williams Is Wounded. 


“This made John angry and he 
got his rifle and fired at Williams, 
slightly wounding him. Then Wil- 
liams fired again and my husband 
fell to the floor mortally wounded.” 

The shooting scrape occurred last 
Friday evening, when Williams went 
to the Green residence to execute 
an attachment on several pieces of 
furniture for alleged non-payment of 
installments. Green was wounded 
near the heart, and died early Sat- 
urday night at the Grady hospital. 

Mrs. Green will be given prelim- 
inary trial before Judge Hicks at an 
early date. f

DAYLIGHT SAVING | 
UES IN OCTOBER 


Measure to Repeal the 
Law on the Last Sunday 
in October Is Passed by 
the House and Senate. 


Washington, June, 18.—Doom of | 
the daylight saving inaugurated as 
a war measure, was pronounced to- 
day by congress, both senate and 
house adopting by overwhelming 
votes measures to terminate oper- 
ation of the law when the period of 
summer time ends next October 26. 

The house, following three hours’ 
debate, by a vote of 233 to 132, 
passed a bill to repeal the law on 
the last Sunday in next October, but 
rejected an amendment to make the 
repeal effective at once. 

The senate, by a vote of 56 to 6 
after brief discussion added a rider 
to the agricultural appropriation 
bill providing for repeal of the day- 
light measure on the same date 
fixed by the house bill. 

The senate measure now goes to 
conference, with the agricultural 
bill and the house bill is to be sent 
to the senate. It is considered like- 
ly that the senate amendment will 
be finally substituted for the house 
measure, Action of congress 
therefore means continuation of 
the present clock time this sum- 
mer and early fall with return to 
sun time October 26, ending two 
years’ operation of the daylight sav- 
ing plan. | 

Guided by Wishes of Labor. 

Members of both senate and house, 
in advocating repeal of the law en- 
acted March 19, 1918, said they were 
guided largely by wishes of farm- 
ers and laboring men who oppose 
the advanced working hours during 
the spring and summer season. Op- 
ponents of the repeal legislation de- 
clared the extra hour of daylight 
was a boon to city dwellers and as- 
serted that others easily could ad- 
just their affairs to conform to the, 
jedv céd clock schedule. + es ea 
» “More th two score of house 
members participated in the debate, 
but as most speeches were limited 
to a few minutes, all obtained per- 
mission to extend their remarks.

TOURING BELGIUM 


Accompanied by King and 
Queen, President Is Be- 
ing Taken Over the Bel-

Adinkerke, Belgium, June 18.— 
President and Mrs. Wilson and their 
party arrived here from Paris at 
8:45 o’clock this morning. They 
were met by King Albert and Queen 
Elizabeth, of Belgium, and at 8:30 
o’clock left by motor for a trip 
over the Belgian front. , 

The motor trip was to be across’ 
the Belgian battlefields to Brus- 
sels by way of the famous ruins of 
Ypres. 

The meeting between President 
and Mrs. Wilson and the king and 
queen of Belgium was informal. 
Both the king and the queen en- 
tered the railway car to greet their 
guests. School children who had 
gathered at the _ station cheered 
when the president descended from 
his car. Officials of the province 
also were present with a band. 

The arrival of the presidential 
} train was the signal for the military 
guard present to present arms, while 
the band played the American na- 
tional anthem. Brand Whitlock, the 
American minister, remained on the 
station platform while the king and 
queen were greeting the presidential 
party on board the train. When the

BURDEN ON THE ALLIES 
IF GERMANY REFUSES 


Reports Indicate Ger- 
many Believes Social 
Conditions in Europe 
Would Hamper Allies in 
Efforts to Enforce the 
Treaty by Arms.

The German View Point. 

A diplematic authority stated to- 
day that should Germany refuse to 
sign the treaty, her refusal will be 
attributable to the probable belief 
of German statesmen that the so- 
cial conditions throughout the al- 
lied countries in Europe suggest 
that the peoples of those countries 
would refuse to sanction a further 
prosecution of the war. After seyen 
months of peace the Germans are 
confident the allies would be heart- 
sick at the idea of another indefi- 
nite period of hostilities or an at- 
tempted armed subjugation of the 
entire German people. 

It is known here in Washington 
that there has been wide specula- 
tion in Germany recently concern- 
ing the determination and ability of 
the allies and associated govern- 
ments to forcibly execute the terms 
written in the peace treaty in the 
évent of the refusal of Germany to 
sign. One body of German opinion 
has leaned toward the conviction 
that passive submission to the 
further exercise of force by the al- 
lied and associated powers would 
throw upon the latter the respcnsi- 
bility of maintaining order in Ger- 
many, and would throw upon the 
United States in particular the re- 


| sponsibility of feeding and ration-

Washington, June  18.—Mainte-

service or was qualified to handle it. 

Gas, General Sibert said, was re- 
sponsible for 30 per cent of the 
American casualties in France, but 
only 4 per cent of those affected 
died. A survey showed, he said, that 
gas left no bad effects upon those 
recovering. 

“It is a very effective but not 
a cruel method, then?” asked Sena- 
tor Chamberlain, democrat, of Ore- 


gon. 

“I look upon it as the most hu- 
mane element in war,” replied Gen- 
eral Sibert. 

In prefacing his statement Gen- 
eral Sibert said he did not appear 
before the committee to request an 
appropriation, saying the service dia 
not need any, but instead had be- 
tween $17,000,000 and $27,000,000 to 
turn back into the federal treasury 
through cancellation of contracts. 

Replying to questions, General Si- 
bert said that he did not know 
the source of the suggestion for 
the consolidation of the chemical 
warfare and engineering depart- 
ments and that Secretary Baker had 
never conferred with him regard- 


ing it. 

All of his conferences, he added, 
relative to the matter had been with 
Assistant Secretary Crowell, who 
he said was opposed to the plan. 
Orders for the consolidation, he said, 
were issued on May 19 and directed 
him to turn over the chemical war- 
fare records to the engineering 
corps. This had not been done as 
yet, he said. 


LORD NORTHCLIFFE 
UNDERGOES OPERATION 


London, June 18.—Viscount North- 
cliffe, newspaper owner and former 
head of the British mission to the 
United States, underwent an opera- 
tion today. A bulletin issued by 
his physicians say that the Vis- 
count’s condition is satisfactory. 
The operation was to remove a 
deep-seated adenoma (an increase 
of fibrous tissue) of the thyroid 
gland, which was causing consider- 
able pressure.

‘TERMS ARE CALLED | 
WORSE THAN WAR

Great Excitement in 
Eastern Germany, 
Where People Are Said 
to Be Ready to Reopen 
Fight—Allied Armies 
Are Ready to Advance 
If Germans Refuse to 
Sign. 


New York, June 18.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. Summary of European 
Cables of the Day.)—Nothing offi- 
cial has yet become known as to 
what action the German government 
will take regarding the peace 
treaty. At Weimar the document is 
being carefully studied by the na- 
tional assembly’s peace commission. 

Unofficial reports are that there 
is great dissatisfaction on the part 
of the German cabinet members and 
high German officials over what are 
considered the extremely hard terms. 
It is said a large majority of the 
cabinet members are opposed to 
signing the treaty, but are fearful, 
of a reign of Bolshevism and conse-' 
quent chaos in the country should 
they decline. 

German newspapers take a dark 
view of the outcome, whether Ger- 
many signs or not, Those newspa- 
pers which oppose signing let their 
sir ‘tum to’ the extent of ex- 
fesumption of Hhostilities 
by the allies Monday if the armistice 
is permitted automatically to end. 

While there is nowhere any indli- 
cation that if circumstances com- 
pel the allied troops to advance fur- 
ther into Germany there necessarily 
will be fighting, the American, Brit- 
ish and French troops will be pre- 
pared for any eventuality. If a fure 
ther invasion becomes necessary the 
troops will march into Germany in 
battle formation. 

CABINET ADVISED 
TO REJECT TERMS. 

Basle, June 18.—the German 
peace delegation at this morning’s 
meeting at Weimar advised the 
cabinet to reject the peace treaty, 
according to a dispatch sent from 
Weimar by the correspondent of 

The Frankfort Zeitung. 

The correspondent added that the 
experts with the delegation also 
were of the opinion that the treaty 
should be rejected. — 
HOSTILITY GROWS 
AGAINST TERMS. 

Copenhagen, June 18. — The 
amended peace terms have aroused 
a sentiment of growing inrplacabil- 
ity in Germany and armed interven- 
tion by the allies is regarded as in- 
evitable, according to the Berlin 
correspondent of the Politiken.

truth of the situation. 

“Resolved, further, That said 
committee be instructed to report 
their findings to the house of rep- 
resentatives at the earliest practi- 
cable date.’’

Will Introduce Bill 
For Completion of 
All Service Records 


A bill being prepared for intro-

NEW BANKING BILL 


Proposed by Speer Would 


Create Banking Dept. 


Among the host of bills looking to 
improvement in state affairs which 
will be introduced in the coming 
legislature is one relating to bank- 
ing which has been drawn up by 
W. J. Speer, state treasurer and 
bank examiner. This bill, if passed, 
would create a separate banking de- 
partment for the state, relieving the 
state treasurer of duties of this sort, 
and giving the superintendent au- 
thority for close supervision over 
the banks of the state. 

The radical changes which are 
proposed in the state’s banking sys- 
tem have been approved, it is under- 
stood, by the Georgia Bankers’ asso- 
ciation and the budget and effi- 
ciency commission appointed to 
make recommendations as to im- 
provements in various departments 
of the state. 

The measure would limit loans by 
banks to officers and employees as 
well as to others, gnd would limit 
the purposes for which banks may 
own real estate or stocks and bonds. 
Arrangement is made for merging 
or consolidating banks and changing 
the status of banks. 

The liquidation of insolvent banks 
is provided for by the banking de- 
partment instead of by court re- 
ceiverships, subject, however, to the 
supervision of the superior courts.

FRENCH SEAMEN RAISE 


RED BANNER AT BREST | 


200 Sailors From War- 
ships Attack Naval Jail 
in Effort to Rescue Im- 
prisoned Comrades--Men 
in Prison Were in Black 
Sea Mutiny. 


London, June 18.—Unrest among 
Canadian soldiers in England be- 
cause of continued postponement of 
homeward sailings culminated last 
night in an attack by 400 Cana- 
dians on the Epsom police station 
Several policemen were wounded, 
one so seriously that he Gied this 
morning. The purpose of the at- 
tack was to release a Canadian sol- 


| dier who had been arrested. 


To avoid further trouble, the po- 
lice released another Canadian in 
whom the mob was not interested. 
j During the last few days there has 
been trouble in the Canadian camp 
at Whitley where the soldiers 
burned huts and did other damage, 
according to reports. 

There is much sympathy here for 
the Canadians, who repeatedly have 
been given dates for homeward 


Sailings, only to be told that fur- 
ther postponement was necessary 
owing to strikes of dock workers at 
Liverpool and other ports, or to 
lack of transports. 

There also have been protests by 
Australians and New Zealanders. 
Some Scottish units, composed of 
veterans, recently held a demon- 
stration against being sent back to 
France, while men who had not seen 
active service remained in England 
or are demobilized. 

FRENCH SAILORS 
RAISE RED FLAG. 

Brest, June 18.—Two hundred 
French sailors, carrying a red flag, 
attempted to enter the naval jail 
here yesterday to rescue imprisoned 
Sailors. The attempt failed. There 
were no casualties. 

The imprisoned sailors were from 
the French battleship Justice, which 
arrived here from Sebastopol, a Rus- 
sian Black seaport. 

The city is more calm today, but 
the situation is considered to be 
still serious. 

Brest has been declared out of 
bounds for American soldiers and 
sailors. 


FEDERAL GRAND JURY 
RETURNS TRUE BILLS 


Charles H. O’Neal, arrested re- 
cently in Alabama, charged with 
violation of the Mann white slave 
act, was bound over Wednesday by 
the grand jury, United States dis-} 
trict court. under $1,000 bond. The 
bond was furnished by friends of 


O’Neal. 

The charges state that in De- 
cember, 1918, O’Neal persuaded a 
young girl, then under 17 years of 
age, to accompany him to Chatta- 
nooga, with immoral intent. He 
was arrested in Alabama. 

The grand jury adjourned Wed- 
nesday, having returned 131 true 
bills and 14 no bills. It will hold 
session next on July 7. 

In the case of John C. Graham, 
of 11 West Baker street, recently 
discharged from the army, charged 
With having photographs of an 
army check made with illegal in- 
tent, no bill was returned. 

After being discharged from the 
service, according to the charges, 
Graham took his bonus check to a 
local photographer and asked that 
six reproductions be made. The pho- 
tographer notified the authorities 
and the matter was investigated by 
the secret service. Graham stated 
that he wanted the reproductions 
for souvenirs only, and no bill was 
returned against him. 

Newton McDonald, of Dahlonega, 
was found over to the courts under 
$500 bond, charged with violation 
of felony section 10, United States 
penal code. The case against Mc- 
Donald states:that he helped to 
horsewhip Will Loving, a farmer, 
who resides near Dahlonega, after 
the latter had reported the manu- 
facture of illicit liquors to the au- 
thorities through a preacher of that 
town. McDonald furnished the nec- 
essary bond. 

Dan McWilliams, a negro, who re- 
sides at 90% Decatur’ street, was 
bound over, charged with tampering 
with United States money. Accord- 
ing to the charges, McWilliams, by 
the use of a pencil, changed a one- 
dollar bill so that it would appear 
to be a ten, and passed it on a local 
merchant.

An Interview With Gen- 
eral Allenby, in Supreme 
Authority in Egypt—A 
“Coup” of Concessions. 


The following article, written 
by Dr. Ellis, and delayed in 
transmission to this country, is 
the first of the series of stories 
descriptive of the recent trou- 
bles in Egypt. for which the 
British authorities in that coun- 
try kept him, practically a pris- 
oner, from leaving the country. 

The second and succeeding ar- 
ticles will be published in early 
issues of The Constitution. 

The stories are described as 
being too unbiased in their re- 
ports of the anti-British demon- 
strations recently made by the 
natives of northern Egypt, to 
please the British: 


By William T. Ellis. 

Cairo, May 15.—(Special.)—The 
conqueror of Jerusalem, General Ed- 
mund H. H. Allenby, G.C.B., G.C.M.G., 
special high commissioner to Egypt, 
came to his greatest greatness by a 
deed that made the soldiers and 
civilians under him gnash their 
teeth in rage. Holy Writ says that 
he who rules his spirit is greater 
than he who takes a city. General 
Allenby surpassed the capture of 
Jerusalem by trampling underfoot 


his own_instinctive pride of race, 
his concern for the prestige of offi- 
cial action, his care for the opinions 
of his fellow Englishmen and his 
military dislike for ordering a re- 
treat—all that he might fulfill the 
finest tradition of British justice. 

All this he did when he solved the 
Egyptian crisis by a single succint 
proclamation reversing the action of 
London, and granting all the re- 
quests of the Egyptian nationalists. 
That. the crisis did not stay solved 
was no fault of his; though doubt- 
less the club statesmen of London 
will lay upon his shoulders the re- 
sponsibility for all that is or may 
be in the future wrong with Brit- 
ain’s relations in Egypt. That his 
people were not great enough to 
play up to their chief is what made 
the second state of things worse 
than the first. 

Egypt’s Emancipation Proclamation. 

Some day the world will regard 
as historic the soldierly document 
\that came out in Cairo over General 
Allenby’s signature, on April 7, 1919, 
Never was greater decision ex-~- 
pressed in fewer words; the terse 
proclamation makes one wish that 
General Allenby had been early as- 
signed to write the peace treaty. I 
quote his proclamation In full: 

“Now that order has been in great 
measure restored, I declare, in 
agreement with his highness the 
sultan, that there are no restric- 
tions on travel and the Egyptians 
who wish to leave the country will 
be free to do so. 

“Further, I have decided that Saad 
Pasha Zaglul, Ismail Pasha Sidky, 
Mohammed Pasha Mahmoud, Hamad 
Pasha El Basel shall be released 
from internment and given similar 
freedom of movement.” 

In those few words, one man 
caused the British government to 
execute a swift “about face.” Good 
authority says that it was entirely 
upon his own responsibility, and 
without consultation with London, 
that General Allenby took this radi- 
cal action, almost without precedent 
in British history. There was no 
diplomatic quibbling about it, no 
subterfuge or explanation. Bluntly, 
directly, completely, the action of 
the-government was absolutely re- 
versed. 

A Great General Accepts Defeat, 


Egypt had broken out into really 
national insurrection because Lon- 
don would not permit an Egyptian 
deputation to go to Paris: and be- 
cause four nationalist leaders had 
been deported to Malta. As a pro- 
test, the nation’s communication 
and transportation system had been 
paralyzed by the destruction of 
tracks and stations by the natives. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property had been de- 
Sstroyed. Foreigners had been  be- 
sieged: Ten or twelve Britishers 
and approximately a thousand 
Egyptians had been killed. Violence 
was nation-wide. As soon as a lull 
came in the storm, following two 
remarkable funeral demonstrations 
in Cairo, General Allenby acceded 
unreservedly to the Egyptian de- 
mands. 

No little man could have done 
that. The old code of the east is, 
No white man may ever admit to 
a black man that he has made a 
mistake.” All the traditions of gov- 
ernment require that blunders shall 
be supported or hidden, but never 
openly confessed, secrecy and cen- 
sorship. are the old order’s way of 
concealing or perverting truth. They 
are first aids to the weakness of a 
Soverning caste. General Allenby 
had the bigness and the bravery to 
do what was right, regardless of the 
effect upon prestige and precedent. 

Pen Picture of Allenby. 

It was a day or two after his re- 
turn to Cairo as high commissioner 
that I saw General Allenby in his 
new office in the residency. “He is 
too big for his chair,’ was my first 
involuntary thought. His bulk tow- 
ered above the seat as if President 
Taft had tried to occupy an ordi- 
nary chair. -This impression of mas- 
Sivity arises from his height and 
his shoulders, and not from his 
girth. For General Allenby is a 
tall, stalwart soldier, with the mien 
of a commander. 

His face is smiling, and he is as 
genial and affable as anybody could 
desire. He spoke with pleasure of 
the many letters he had received 
from!Americans concerning his work 
in Palestine, and the idea, which I 
suggested to him, that America 
would give him an ovation should 
| he visit the States was by no means 
displeasing. We chatted of the near 
eastern situation in general; and 
his observations were of a charac- 
ter that one associates with a sol- 
dier—direct, clear cut and forceful. 
His voice is soft and pleasant, and 
his opinions are tinged by kindliness 
toward even the trouble makers in 
the east. With unaffected hospital- 
ity, General Allenby insisted upon 
taking us into the drawing room of 
the residency to meet Lady Allenby; 
and he quite genially posed for a 
Herald photograph, which proved so 
cood that he sent a copy of it to 
his mother. . 

The human likableness of this 
man and his unaffected simplicity 
and domesticity take on a tragic in- 
terest when it is recalled that his 
only son perished in action in 
France. The young soldier refused 
a staff position with his father, pre- 
ferring the chances of a warrior on 
the battlefield. His death was 
glorious; but there remains an Un- 
fillable vacancy in the home and 
hearts of General and Lady Allenby. 

“I have not come with a gallows 
and an ax,” was his way of express- 
ing his attitude toward the disorders 
in Egypt. He mentioned his inter- 
views with Egyptian notables and 
the efforts to promote counsels of 
modetration. “We cannot slaugh- 
ter a whole nation.” He was work- 
ing for the amelioration of the bit- 
terness of feeling and he had held 
in abeyance the orders to burn vil- 
lages adjacent to the scene of any 
new outbreaks. Although he did 
not speak of it to me, I know he 
was investigating the destruction of 
a number of towns and villages 
which had already been wiped out 
by the troops. 

Briton of the Old School. 

Upon a second visit to the resi- 
'dency I mentioned the sentiment of 
|some moderate nationalists that 
|Great Britain should be made a man- 
|datory over Egypt instead of a pro- 
tectorate. “What's the difference?

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tory is temporary and responsible 
to the league of nations, whereas a 
protectorate may be anything, he 
still thought the difference non- 
essential; for his conff@wence in Bri- 
tain’s good faith and good will is 
too deep to admit of any discussion. 

In this spirit he promptly granted 
my request that I should be given 
the official figures as to the British 
officials in Egypt by years to show 
whether their number is increasing 
or decreasing, and their salaries as 
compared with those of the Egyp- 
tians to whom they are “advisers!” 
He also authorized his office to sup- 
Ply me with figures concerning the 
prices paid the Egyptians for ani- 
mals when they were requisitioned 
for war purposes and the prices at 
which they were sold back again— 
a sore oint with the fellaheen. Un- 
fortunately, the residency later in- 
formed me that the pressure upon 
the clerical force was too great to 
enable it to comply with this prom- 
ise of the high commissioner. 

General Allenby embodies’ the 
spirit of the growing group of ideal- 
ists in government service who be- 
lieve in sunlight diplomacy, in the 
welfare and possibilities of the 
weaker peoples, in the sacredness of 
the British mission as a serving na- 
tion and in the paramountcy of her 
real honor. I doubt if anybody has 
ever heard him indulge in sneers at 
the Wilson principles of liberty, 
safety and self-determination for 
little peoples. 

Empire’s Decisive Battlefield. 

What further drastic action Gen- 
eral Allenby will take in order to 
try to restore his nation to its 
former estate in Egypt remains to 
be seen. Nobody thinks he will be 
swerved by the clamor of criticism 
that has risen against him amid his 
own nationals in Egypt. He sees 
imperially. That what Great Britain 
does or leaves undone at this cross- 
roads of earth will be within a few 
weeks’ bazaar talk in India and 
Persia and Mesopotamia and Syria 
and Turkey and in the 9$frican col- 
onies he understands full well. 

As a soldier he envisaged Egypt 
as the decisive battlefield of British 
imperialism. I fancy that he cares 
less for the comment in the London 
clubs than for the talk of the Beirut 
and Bagdad and Bokhara and Bom- 
bay bazaars. Nor can he be blind to 
the fact that his course makes it 
inevitable that high Anglo-Egyptian 
official heads not a few are to fall 
into the executioner’s basket, and 
that bone-rattling changes are to 
be effected in the fareign office in 
London. 

When he ordered an official in- 
quiry into the conduct of soldiers 
charged with precipitating the dis- 
turbances which nullified his proc- 
lamation, turning the. spirit of 
Egyptian goodwill which he had 
evoked into the gall of bitterness, 
he must have known that he was 
but anticipating larger govern- 
mental inquiries which will pro- 
foundly affect the conduct of the 
British empire. 

General Allenby came to Egypt as 
a Joseph for an emergency; he may 
turn out to be a Moses.

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more American troops are to sail 
for home until a decision has been 
taken. But what will the allied 
troops meet as they move forward? 
The fear is expressed in responsible 
quarters that the Germaris will not 
only refuse to fight, but under al- 
lied occupation, will refuse to work. 

The problem under the best of cir- 
cumstances will be a difficult one to 
handle. If the Germans refuse to 
work, the allied and assdéciated gov- 
ernments will be confronted with a 
real dilemma One course open to 
them would be to impose forced 
labor, following the example of 
Germany in Belgium and northern 
France, which was universally con- 
demned at the tinte and was a sub- 
ject for comment in the covering 
letter of the allied and associated 
ultimatum which the German gov- 
ernment is considering at the mo- 
ment. Without forced labor the al- 
lied and associated governments 
would be compelled to maintain in- 
definitely a huge army of occupa- 
tion with facilities for distributing 
food stuffs to the people. 

There is still a third course open 
to the allied and associated govern- 
ments, that of throwing a complete 


blockade around Germany and vir- 
tually starving her into submission. 
This would entail endless suffering 
on the part of the civilian popula- 
tion, but some officials believe it 
would be the quickest means to a 
desired end. 
German Juggle Feared. 


One of the most disquieting 
phases of the situation is the pos- 
sibility that there may be a juggling 
of German governments just at this 
time in such a way as to rob the 
treaty, even if signed, of much of its 
effect. A fear of juggling of this 
sort has been uppermost in the 
minds of some of the state depart- 
ment officials for quite a while, and 
has been referred to before in these 
dispatches. Here is the way the 
maneuver would work: 

Count von  Brockdorff-Rantzau, 
head of the German delegation to 
the peace conference, would an- 
nounce that he could not bring him- 
self to sign a treaty which would 
disgrace Germany forever. In this 
he would be supported by the Ebert 
government. There would follow 
something of an uproar in the Ger- 
man assembly and the Ebert gov- 
ernment would resign. ! 

The circumstances about the res- 
ignation would be such as to indi- 
cate that the replacement govern- 
ment would be pledged to sign the 
treaty. This would be sufficient, 
according to the German mind, to 
stay the hand of the allies and as- 
sociates waiting for the new gov- 
ernment to establish itself and 
sign. 

Then Ebert Would Return. 


After the signing of the treaty no 
doubt is felt here that Herr Ebert 
and his followers soon would over- 
throw the treaty signing govern- 
ment, which would be little more 
than a dummy affair at best, and 
once more take up the reins of the 
government. In this way the pres- 
ent government would return to 
power with no pledge to carry out 
the terms of the treaty and witb 
no intention of respecting its pro- 
visions. This situation would again 
leave the allied and associated gov- 
ernments in such a position they | 
would have,to impose the terms of 
force. 

But even this is not the end of the 
speculation over the refusal of Ger- 
many to sign. There are those who 
contend the present German govern- 
ment will sign, under protest, with 
at least a mental reservation of in- 
tent to evade the terms if the op- 
portunity should arise at any fu- 
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ture time. It is in 
hope that there soon will be a so- 
cialist regime in France and other 
allied countries, with greatly in- 
creased power resting in the labor 
party in England. The Germans 
figure that the present allied gov- 
'ermments in Europe will not last 
long after the treaty is signed and 
that when they are overthrown and 
the liberals take charge certain 
modifications of the treaty may be 
obtained. 

The situation as a whole is any- 
thing but reassuring. 


U.S. DOUGHBOYS 
AND FRENCHMEN 
CLASH ON TRAIN 


Savannah, Ga., June 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—France and America came 
to a clash last night on an incom- 
ing Tybee train, when twenty-odd 
French sailors sang in a@ manner 
which did not appear to please a 
bunch of about that number of 
returned American doughboys, the 
two parties being part of the big 
crowd coming back from the beach. 
The Americans started a counter 
offensive in “America” and the man- 
ner of its rendition rather than the 
subject matter of the music rasped 
the Frenchmen. 

The contest warmed from har- 
mony to discord and blows passed, 
then a free for all ensued, and the 
coach was in pandemonium. Order 
was restored when reports of police 
ahead quieted the fighters. 


PRESIDENT OF BRAZIL 
TRANSFERRED AT SEA 


Washington, June 18.—President- 
elect Pessoa, of Brazil, and his party, 
who were en route to the United 
States from Portugal on the French 
cruiser Jeanne d’Arc, were trans- 
ferred to the American army trans- 
port Imperator, 1,200 miles at sea 
yesterday after the cruiser’s en- 
gines had been disabled. Dispatches 
to the navy department today said 
the transfer was made in small 
boats without incident and that the 
Imnvnc.. or would arrive at New York 
tomorrow morning. The message 
was sent by Admiral Benson, who 
is returning home from France on 
the battleship Arkansas. with which 
shiv the Imperator communicated. 

Admiral Benson gave no details 
(ther than that the Jeanne d’Arc’s 
engines became disabled yesterday 
about 3 o’clock Greenwich time, and 
that thfee hours later the Imperator 
came up and took off the Brazilians. 

Later dispatches to the depart- 
ment said the army transport Mongo- 
lia was towing the Jeanne d’Arc to 
the Azores and that good progress 
was being made. 


CONFIDENCE IS VOTED 
IN FRENCH CABINET 


Paris, June 18.—Confidence in the 
government was voted in the cham- 
ber of deputies yesterday, 349 to 
137, following a tumultuous session 
during which the mutiny of sailors 
of the Black sea fleet was dis- 
cussed. 

Closing the debate for the govern- 
ment, M. Pichon, foreign minister, 
declared the trouble was due en- 
tirely to Bolshevik propaganda, and 
said the chamber “must decide be- 
tween the democratic interallied 
policy and the policy of the social- 
ists, who want France to abdicate 
before the Bolsheviki.” The minis- 
ter provoked a violent outburst 
from the socialists by declaring that, 
in his opinion, Bolshevism was lost. 

Jules Delahaye, a royalist deputy, 
created a violent scene by declaring 
that foreign money was being used 
for preovaganda work in France, and 
that the socialist party had as- 
sumed @he task of circulating it in 
the navy, notably at Odessa and Se- 
bastorsi Lai sociali demanded 
that the government make a decla- 
ration on the subject, but M. Pickon 
said he had no knowledge of it.

Weimar, June 18.—Fifty Sparta- 
can and communist prisoners recent- 
ly released from the Weimar jail 
shortly after midnight this morning, 
attacked the castle where the mem- 
bers of the government live. They 
were repulsed by a lone guard, who 
stood’ by a machine gun until he 
had driven off the mob. 

The attacking party made a sur- 
prise descent upon the castle and 
disarmed the guards at the en- 
trance. They fired through the win- 
dows, however, and this aroused'the 
castle troops. 

It was apparently the intention of 
the party to seize President Ebert, 
Premier Scheidemann and Gustav 
Noske, the minister of defense. But 
they were foiled through their pre- 
mature shots, revealing the attack 
to the troops within the building.

A copy of the letter was likewise 
sent to all southern commissioners 
of agriculture, who are urged to get 
the farmers of their various states 
to communicate directly with the 
representatives in congress to pre- 
vent the passage of the tariff bill. 

According to Mr. Jackson prior to 
the war the American farmer bought 
German potash in commercial fertil- 
izer at a price of about $1.00 per 
unit, a monopoly price. During the 
period of war a potash industry was 
started in the nited States, and 
the farmers paid twice as much. 

Now it is proposed that through 
a series of regulated prices lasting 
for a fixed number of years, begin- 
ning with $2.50 per unit and reach- 
ing $1.50 after five years, protection 
shall be given to the development 
of this industry. Mr. Jackson says, 
“Now that.Alsace has been restored 
to France, that country will be able 
to enter the markets of the world 
as a large producer of potash in 
competition with Germany. Under 
these circumstances American farm- 
ers ought to be able to get cheaper 
potash than they have ever done 
before.” 

Statistics given in Mr. Jackson's 
letter show that Georgia consumes 
annually about 865,000 tons of com- 
containing two 
At the 
prices now proposed to be fixed by 
the government the total cost of 
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sources of supply. 

Mr. Jackson advises that the farm- 
ers of the state, in justice to their 
own interests, communicate at once 
with Georgia's representatives in the 
national capital, asking that they 
appear before they ways and means 
committee of the house in vigor~- 
ous opposition to the resolution.

and Liberty loan matters. 

“While Secretary of the Treasury 
Glass announced in April that the 
Victory loan would be the last of 
Liberty loans, through the medium 
of popular campaigns,” said Gover- 
nor Wellborn, “it was, of course, 
contemplated that as the remaining 
war bills were presented it would 
necessitate future borrowings, 
which would be largely taken care 
of by the issuance and sale of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness. This work 
will be conducted through the war 


with an arbitrary price fixed on 
wheat, I do not look for a reason- 
able decline in prices during this 
year, as Europe hag not yet returned 
to anything like a productive basis. 
We consider, the war ‘over, but 
Europe is stfil under arms, very lit- 
tle movement having been made to- 
ward demobilization, except as forced 
on the central powers. The de- 
mands on this country, in my opin- 
ion, will therefore be very heavy 
during the coming fall and winter, 
and if anything, prices may continue 
to advance for awhile, especially on 
farm products.

Officials of his 
department stated Wednesday that 
about 50 are ready to be presented 
to grand jury in session Friday, 
and it is probable that the latter 
body will be called for another ex- 
tra session Tuesday of next week. 

So great is the congestion in the 
courts, Solicitor Boykin added, that 
in a number of misdemeanor cases 
the court is obliged to allow the de- 
fendants to plead with a view of 
getting off lighter in order to clear 
the way for more important cases. 
The criminal courts in the past 
two weeks have disposed of many 
cases with heavy penalties, but the 
grand jury is grinding out double 
the usual number of presentments 
and Solicitor Boykin states. that 
there seems to be little effect on 
the commission of crime.

Republican Senator Says 

Covenant Offers Only 
Present Hope of Pre- 
venting Future Wars. 


Washington, June 18.—The league 
of nations was supported in the 
senate today by Senator McCumber, 
of North Dakota, a republican mem- 
ber of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, who argued in a three-hour 
speech that the league covenant of- 
feréd a just and practicable plan for 
the preservation of world peace. 

The North Dakota senator replied 
to arguments of Senator Knox, of 
Pennsylvania, and other republican 
leaders and declared he could not 
be influenced against the league 
Plan by party considerations. 

“Partisan that J am,” he asserted, 
“I hope I shall never be so hide- 
bound or so blinded by party ex- 
igency as to oppose a just position 
taken or a truth declared by a mem- 
ber of any opposition party. I could 
not cast my vote agianst any rea- 
sonable plan for the preservation of 
world peace without a conviction 
that would follow me to the grave 
that I had committed an unpardon- 
able offense against all future gen- 
erations.” 

The North Dakota senator charged 
there had been a campaign of mis- 
representation against the league. 
He opposed as a proposal calculated 
“to sound the death-knell of any 
scheme to preserve peace,” the res- 
olution of Senator Knox, which 
would declare the senate’s opposti- 
tion to accepting the league cove- 
nant along with the peace terms, 

Preparing for Show Down. 

The speech aroused no debate, but 
while the senate was at work most 
of the day on appropriations there 
was much maneuvering in prepara- 
tion for the fight expected Friday 
or Saturday to force a show down 
of senate opinion regarding the 
league. Several plans to this end 
were discussed, but it is understood 
no decision was reached. 

Some progress was made, how- 
ever, on plans to co-ordinate the 
speaking tours of senators who will 


reply to President Wilson when he 
goes before the country early next 
month to appeal for support of the 
league. Although these plans have 
mot yet reached a definite stage, 
Senator McCormick, republican, of 
lilinois, has been given general 
charge of the co-ordination scheme 
for the present. 

Those expected to make public 

“speeches in reply to the president 
‘jnclude Senators Borah, of Idaho; 
Johnson, of California; Harding, of 
Ohio, and Watson, of Indiana, all 
republicans, and Reed, of Missouri, 
democrat. The opposition leaders 
are also counting on Senator Gore, 
democrat, of Oklahoma, but it is 
understood he has given no definite 
assurances. 
_ Senator Knox and Chairman 
Lodge, of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, may make some speeches 
but probably neither will go on an 
extended trip. 

A proposal that several of the op- 
position senators follow Mr. Wilson 
on a special train has been consid- 
ered, but so far there has been no 
effort to arrange for such a course. 

Consistent With Constitution. 

In his address Senator McCum- 
ber replying to arguments of many 
republican senators, upheld the 
league as entirely consistent with 
the American constitution and de- 
void of any ability to dangerously 
entangle or curtail American inter- 
ests. 

“In twenty years of service in the 
senate,” said the North Dakota sen- 
ator, “I have known but one instru- 
ment whose terms have been so wil- 
fully misinterpreted and so grossly 
misrepresented as the covenant of 
the league of nations. It is regret- 
table that the mighty power of elo- 
quence is used to defame and dis- 
tort the true meaning of an instru- 
ment, the most important that ever 
appealed to the heart or the soul of 
man.

Against the white 
race.” 

Isolation Has Brokcn Down. 


Quoting the declaration of Sen- 
ator Johnson, republican, of Cali- 
fornia, that America by virtue of 
her isolation does not need the Eu- 
ropean powers “as partners,” Mr. 
McCumber said isolation had long 
since broken down, a European quar- 
rel- having cost this country in the 
ast five years 50,000 lives and $40,- 
00,000,000. 

“There is no moral duty incum- 
bent upon any man in his relation 
to his fellow man,” he continued, 
“that is not equally incumbent upon 
a nation in its relation to every oth- 
er nation. 

“Of course not one of us would 
have written this covenant just as it 
has come tp us. But this covenant 
represents the deliberations of na- 
tions. It deals with complex situa- 
tions, It comes to us as a compro- 
mise compact. And to secure the 
support of this country special con- 
cessions have been made to us. Our 
Monroe doctrine is by this instru- 
ment given a world sanction. 

“It has been asserted and reas- 
serted in all the false attacks on this 
instrument that the United States 
would be compelled to help Great 
Britain preserve her domain against 
her own internal revolutions or re- 
bellions. Nothing could be more 
false. It is only against externa] 
aggression that the league assures 
its protection.”

Accommodations for the 
Training of 26,000 Men. 
Site Pronounced Best. in 
United States, and Much 
Money Has Already 
Been Spent on Project. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 

Washington, June 18.—Defending 
its course in the purchase of lands 
and the building of a permanent 
school of arms at Fort Benning, Ga., 
upon which a vicious partisan at- 
tack has been made by the republic- 
an house of representatives, the 
war department today issued a brief 
reviewing the entire transaction, 
and the incentives leading to the 
same. Excerpts from this brief fol- 
low: 

“The original project for the es- 
tablishment of the infantry school 
of arms and machine gun schoo! at 
Camp Benning, Ga., before the ar- 
mistice was signed, included the ac- 
quisition of approximately 115,000 
acres of land by purchase, and the 
construction of a cantonment for 
the accommodation of approximately 
26,000 officers and men. It was con- 
templated to establish there a tech- 
nical infantry school to train each 
month 4,000 graduates of central of- 
ficers training schools for infantry. 
The course was to be for three 
months, making.a total of 12,000 
students in attendance at one time. 
Experience had shown that this 
training, in addition to the train- 
ing received jin the central officer’s 
training schools was absolutely 
necessary to develop these young 
officers into efficient instructors 
and leaders for the new divisions 
forming. 

“Upon the signing of the armistice 
the war department considered this 
project, and it was decided that a 
school of the nature contemplated 
here, and to develop infantry tech- 
nique, and particularly to teach the 
application of infantry technique in 
infantry tactics, including the 
proper tactical co-operation between 
the infantry, artillery, tanks and 
airplanes, would be absolutely nec- 
essary for our future army, no mat- 
ter what size or kind of an army 
that might be. For this purpose a 
large tract of suitable land was 
necessary. 

Land Best Suited for Purpose. 

“The war department had no land 
well suited to this purpose, and no 
land of a size necessary that it 
would not have to devote to other 
necessary training. Inasmuch as 
condemnation proceedings had al- 
ready been instituted relative to the 
land at Columbus, Ga., and the Unit- 
ed States being obligated to pur- 
chase the land by reason of having 
removed the owners and taken pos- 
session and because investigation 
showed that it would cost approxi- 
mately as much to abandon the land 
and pay damage thereon as it would 
to complete the purchase and fur- 
thermore because this land was per- 
fectly suited in size and nature for 
the purpose, it was decided to pro- 
ceed with this project on a peace 
basis. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
secretary of war had the funds and 
the authority for this project, he 
nevertheless considered that he 
should consult congress in the mat- 
ter, as this was a new project in- 
tended for peace time training. Ac- 
cordingly, “he submitted the project 
to the military committee of the 
senate, where it had a most thor- 
ough hearing. On March 4, 1919, 
the military committee of the senate 
agreed to the project and orders 
were given to go ahead with it. 

“This reduced peace project as 
decided upon, and concurred in by 
the military committee of the sen- 
ate, involves the purchase of 98,000 
acres of land, and the erection there- 
on of a cantonment for 6,000 offi- 
cers and men. The entire project is 
to cost complete not to exceed $9,- 
200,000, of which $2,600,000 was to 
be for land, and which included $3,- 
000,000 of building material al- 
ready bought ‘and paid for and on 
hand at other camps. Therefore, the 
total cash expenditure involved was 
$6,200,000 to be paid from funds al- 
ready on hand and available from 
money appropriated for the fiscal 
year 1918. 

No Training Center Before War. 


“Before the war we had no large 
government reservation where in- 
fantry could be trained under con- 
ditions such as contront it in time 
of war. As a result we had no big 
and suitable training center and our 
officers—even those of the regular 
army—were not sufficiently in- 
structed and as a result of this de- 
ficiency undoubtedly many valuabie 
American lives were needlessly lost 
in the fighting in Europe. It is ab- 
solutely impossible to properly in- 
struct infantry officers or enlisted 
men at the small garrison posts. 

“A great part of the time of in-

The men are charged with viola- 
tion of the federal statute against 
interference with the delivery and 
transmission of telephone and tele- 
graph messages.

The strikers here have cut tele- 
phone and telegraph wires, and 
have in other ways interfered with

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fantry troops should should be used 
in solving small maneuver prob- 
lems in which as many of the possi- 
ble war-time situations should be) 
presented as possible. There must 
be hills and valleys, woods and 
fields, rivers and flat country. The 
climate should permit outdoor work 
all the year. In battle an infantry 
battalion commander commands 
troops armed with rifles, trench 
mortars, one-pounders, one or more 
pieces of field artillery, tanks, etc. 
He must be trained to use all these 
under varying terrain and must have 
maneuver problems in which the fir- 
aod of service ammunition for all 
infantry weapons is the Important 
part. All foreign countries have 
such big training centers with large 
tracts of land for this purpose. At 
a training center a large number 
of maneuver problems must be go- 
ing on at the same time. 

“This training center is to be 
used for training not only the offi- 
cers and men of the regular army, 
but also those of the national guard 
and of the reserve, and also will be 
needed to produce instructors in 
case any form of universal military 
training is adopted. 

Invaluable in War. 

“In case of war it would be an in- 
valuable asset to the country, not 
only for the instruction given in 
time of peace, but also as a going 
Plant ready to operate in-greatly en- 
larged capacity. 

“The United States must surely 
have such a training plant for the 
infantry and no other place is so 
available, or can be found and de- 
veloped for less money than is needed 
to complete the present project at 
Camp Benning. 

“The question has often been 
brought up as to why the war de- 
partment could not have used some 
of the land they already had for 
this school, instead of acquiring new 
lands for it at Columbus, Ga., at an 
expense of $2,600,000? 

“The answer is that there was no 
tract of land of sufficient size and 
suitable character available that was 
not just as urgently needed for other 
purposes. The functions of the 
school demand a very large tract of 
land, approximately 100,000 acres. 
This land must be diversified enough 
to permit the staging of every kind 
of tactical situation. 

“Two thousand four hundred and 
ninety-nine officers have graduated 
from the infantry school of arms 
since its re-organization, July 23, 
1917, and 5,400 officers graduated 
from the small arms firing school 
between June, 1918, and its amal- 
gamation with the infantry school 
of arms in October, 1918. At pres- 
ent a class of 113 officers of the 
regular army is under instruction 
at Camp Benning and will graduate 
September 15, 1919. A class of 150 
non-commissioned officers will start 
July 15, 1919, 125 of whom are being 
trained as sergeant-instructors for 
duty with the national guard. 

Much Work Done. 

“The experimental department of 
the school has tested, developed, 
and reported upon sixty-one various 
military devices and ideas. Nine 
pamphlets and manuals have been 
prepared and issued for the in- 
struction of the army. Thirteen ot 
the instructional moving picture 
films in use in the army were writ- 
ten, prepared, and taken at the 
school. 

“Following is percentage of.com- 
pletion of -construction at Camp 
Benning—rajlroads, complete; wag- 
on roads in part, 40 per cent com- 
plete: sewers, 40 per cent complete; 
water lines, 50 per cenet complete; 
transmission lines, 60 per cent com- 
plete; warehouses, 75 per cent com- 
plete; motor transport block, 15 
per cent complete; remount station, 
80 per cent complete; base hospital, 
10 per cent complete; officers’ quar- 
ters, 10 per cent complete; student 
officers’ quarters, 50 per cent com- 
plete; enlisted men’s barracks, 90 
per cent complete. 

“In general, it may be said that 
the construction is about 65 per cent 
complete June 15, 1919. 

“The financial status of construc- 
tion, June 15, 1919, is as follows. 
Money so far spent for construction, 
$1,601,221. Money value of materia] 
so far expended for construction, 
approximately $820,000. Total, $2,- 
421,221. 

“The present status of land pur- 
chases is stated as follows: Fif- 
ty-nine thousand two hundred and 
ninety-three acres of land have been 
bought and paid for at a cost of $1,- 
657,000; 11,540 acres have been con- 
tracted for, not yet paid, valued at 
$262,866. 

“Twenty-six thousand four hun- 
dred and ninety-five acres, the re- 
mainder of the actual 97,328 acres to 
complete the project, is in court or 
about to go to court to adjust val- 
ues. The land on which the can- 
tonement is being constructed is in- 
cluded in this lot, and if this land 
is not bought the construction will 
be a’ total loss, and the United 
States will become liable for heavy

Salvaging Cost. 
Cost of salvaging is estimated as 
follows: 

“It is estimated that to salvage 
the project entirely all the land 
would have to be purchased and 
then sold, at a loss of approxi- 
mately $1,000,000. Also, the can- 
tonment, approximately two-thirds 
completed, and costing roughly $2,- 
500,000, would have to be salvaged 
at what the material would bring, 
approximately $400,000. 

“Cost to complete project: Pur- 
chase of land, $680,130; completion 
of construction, $1,998,779. Total, 
$2,678,913. 

“Cost to abandon project: Pres- 
ent worth of project, $4,078,221. 

“Sale of land, approximately, $1,- 
600,000; sale of material, approxi- 
mately $400,000. Total $2,000,000. 

“Purchase of land, $680,134. Net 
total, $1,319,866. 

“Cost of abandoning, $2,658,355.” 

As te Wichita Forest. 

Following memorandum relative 
to the Wichita national forest in its 
relation to the Camp Benning (Geor- 
gia) project, was also issued by the 
war department today: 

“Information has been requested 
as to why the war department pro- 
ceeded with the purchase of a res- 
ervation at Camp Benning, Georgia, 
for infantry special schools, when 
there was available a forest reserve 
that could be utilized for this pur- 
pose without cost adjacent to the 
‘Fort Sill, Okla., military reservation. 

“Forest reserves were investi- 
gated in connection with this proj- 
ect, but it was found that inva- 
riably they were rough mountain 
land, heavily wooded and entirely 
unsuited to the purpose. Moreover, 
they were needed for the purpose 
for which they were acquired. 

“In the case Of the Wichita na- 
tional forest, this tract was set 
aside as a game preserve by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt under the authority 
of the act of congress dated Jan- 
uary 24, 1905. It is now being used 
partly as a game preserve, approx- 
imately 10,000 acres being fenced 
with a buffalo proof fence, and con- 
taining approximately 100 buffalo, 
250 elk, 250 white tail deer, and 
large numbers of wild turkey and 
small game. All the land outside 
the fenced area is being used for 
grazing purposes. Approximately 
4,710 head of cattle are being grazed 
on this land, and the cattle belong 
to seventy families. If these fam- 
ilies are dispossessed some adequate 
remuneration must be made for dis- 
possessing them of their grazing 
rights and their practically only 
means of livelihood. 

“Moreover, this reservation has 
been stated by the forest service 
to consist of a large granite out- 
crop, very rough and mountainous, 
suited only to grazing, and entire- 
ly unsuited to military purposes. It 
has little water. The railroad is 
five miles from the edge of the 
tract. The reservation comprises 
only 61,480 acres, which is too 
small for the purpose intended. It 
is so far from the Fort Sill reser- 
vation that it would be necessary to 
build a new cantonment on it to 
house the garrison. 

“Tt is estimated that to build the 
necessary cantonment on this for- 
est reserve, adequate to house 5,000 
officers and men, would cost over 
twice as much as it is going to take 
to build a similar cantonment at 
Camp Benning, owing to the dis- 
tance from adequate labor and from 
building material.” 


GERMAN FARM OUTPUT 
KEPT TO A HIGH MARK 


3erlin, June  18.—Agricultural 
production in Germany has ben held 
up to a high mark, said Herr 
Schmidt. the food minister, in the 
course of an interview. He ex- 
plained that Germany had main- 
taine a remarkable record by using 
every available plot of ground for 
the growth of something that would 
sustain life. 

Herr Schmidt declared, however, 
in answer to a question relative to 
the employment of the idle thou- 
sands in the cities. who refuse to 
zo to the country that in general 
they are not needed, since the farm- 
ers who have returned from the war 
are doing everything possible to 
insure a good harvest. He added 
that the workmen who are unem- 
ployed would not go to the country, 
not only because farming was un- 
familiar and distasteful to them, 
but because of the miserable hous- 
ing conditions in certain sections. | 

The government is handling the 
problem by means of money loans 
or donations for new buildings in 
country communities, but Herr 
Schmidt said the shortage of build- 
ing material and coal was a serious 
handicap. 

The food minister then discussed 
the economic, or what he called the 
“food effect” of the allied peace 
terms in alienating territories in 
Silesia-Holstein. He said the west- 
ern part of Germany was not im- 
portant from a crop standpoint, but 
termed upper Silesia as “an addi- 
tional supply source,” and Posen 
and West Prussia as “over-plus or 
excess districts’’ for sugar, pota- 
toes and grain, the loss of which 
would be keenly felt.

London, June 18.—While several 
newspapers welcome the statement 
made yesterday by James Ian Mac- 
Pherson, chief secretary of Ireland, 
as a “complete and crushing refu- 
tation of Irish-American false 
hoods,” the Daily News thinks he 
would have done better to let the 
charges made by Frank P. Walsh 
and Edward F. Dunne “answer 
themselves, as some of their allega- 
tions could only be believed by those 
who wish to be deceived.” 

“As it is,” the newspaper contin- 
ues, “the public will note halting 
admissions in some of Mr. MacPher- 
son’s denials. His statements 
scarcely conceal the fact that the 
present government of Ireland is 
purely a military occupation and 
that the bulk of the population is 
organized against it. The power of 
the Sinn Fein is written all over 
Mr. MacPherson’s reply.”

New Women Revive Old Fashion 


By ISMA DOOLY 


It is rather interesting to note that the so-called new type of wom- 
an, the type who are campaigning to assume their new responsi- 
bilities of citizenship, are reviving an old fashioned custom, that 
of visiting. The women who are making the house-to-house canvass, 
in getting all the women of Atlanta who are of voting age, to reg- 
ister, that they may vote in the forthcoming white primary, are 
calling in the late afternoons and evenings and engaging the interests 
of the women of the various neighborhoods of the ten wards. 

The callers are the members of the ward committees of the 
Central Committee of Women Citizens, and they are taking, in semi- 
social fashion, the message of citizenship to the women who may 
not have heard it, or who may be indifferent about it. 

Calling among the women of today had almost become extinct, and, 
except for the visits sometimes made by women on strangers, the vis- 
iting card has been little used for a long time except to accompany 
gifts, flowers, etc. 

There was a time when in every woman’s trousseau she had her 
visiting toilet as her principal one, and great care was taken in 
its selection. If Madame went calling in the winter, it was the occasion 
when she wore her velvet gown, her best furs and hat and carried her 
card case, and similar accessories. It made no difference how good a 
time she might have, a long call was scarcely “smart,” and an apology 


was made if “Madame” stayed too long. 

In the summer she had a studied beautiful toilet, a carriage wrap 
if she rode in a carriage, and calling admitted too of the taking of the 
pretty parasol. 

“Madame” called in her brougham or victoria preferably to any 
other equipage, and much of the time‘of the visit was consumed in 
discussion of the time the last visit was made or excuses why the 
visit had not been made before. The party call was an essential cour- 
tesy, too, and just as there was the studied costume for calling, there 
was also the important toilet for the lady at home, the one receiving 
the call. 


The “afternoon at home,” was one of the influences which worked 


| against the old custom of calling. Women began to have an afternoon 


“at home.” They served tea, and had decorations, etc., and finally 
friends would be asked to aid in receiving. In this way the “afternoon 
at home” evolved into a social function, invitations were sent out, and 
people began to hesitate to make just the “old time call” lest they find 
that the assembly of the “afternoon at home,” be made up of callers and 
guests who had been invited. The afternoon tea grew into an enter- 
tainment so elaborate, that the afternoon reception or large function suc- 
ceeded it, and the “crush form of entertainment” was for a time in vogue. 

Then, as a fun-loving woman remarked, “it would seem the ceme- 
tery gates were left open,” so numerous were the guests bidden to 
these afternoon entertainments—guests and heard of, of all ages and 
conditions. 

They, too, ceased to be fashionable, and with them there almost died 
out the old convention of calling. 

The interests of women became varied and beyond the merely 
social, the woman who had any community interest, found her time 
encroached upon, and her social interests encroached upon, and finally

Eddie Clileotte’s Career. 

Edward V. Cicotte, the Chicago 
White Sox twirler, will celebrate his 
thirty-fifth birthday today, so let us 
review thoge years. Eddie started 
his career in Detroit, where he was 
born June 19, 1884, playing with 
semi-pro clubs. Fourteen years ago 
he was given a try-out with the 
Tigers, but as ball players are like 
prophets in that they seldom get 
away witk anything in their home 
towns, Eddie didn’t last long with 
the Armour aggregation. Detroit 
shipped him off to Augusta, Ga., and 
he spent the 1905 season with that 
Sally league city. In 1906 he broke 
into the American Association in a 
Hoosier uniform, but Indianapolis 
didn’t take kindly to him and he 
was sent to Des Moines to finish 
the season. In 1907 he played with 
Lincoln, in the Western league, and 
his showing in the Nebraska capital 
was good enough to get for him an- 
other chance to perform in the main 
tent 

Edward’s first American league 
engagement was with Boston. He 
pitched for the Red Sox until the 
middle of the 1912 season. when he 
blanched his hosiery. to white, and 
has been wearing ’em ever since. 
Eddie’s pay envelope is now very 
ample indeed. 

“Knuckles,” which is Cicotte’s 
other name, is the inventor of the 
sneeze ball. Eddie is entitled to 
membership in good standing in the 
hay fever brigade, but that doesn’t 
worry him. Instead, on occasions 
he has turned it to profit. On one 
occasion he pulled what to all ap- 


pearances was an awful] balk. The 
umpire was about to baw] him out 
about the balk, when Cicotte let 
loose a sneeze so violent that the 
straw lids of the fans in the grand 
stand were blown hither and yon. 

‘That wasn’t any balk,” explain- 
ed Eddie to the umpire. “I was 
just starting to sneeze.” 

And he got away with it. 

A little later, with a runner on 
first, Eddie showed symptoms of 
another terrific sneeze coming on. 
The runner sought to take advant- 
age of it to get to second, but Ed- 
die, while giving vent to a loud 
kerckoo, shot the pill to first and 
nipped the runner. 


“Miracle Man” Began at Top. 

The playing career of George 
Stallings was culiar, inasmucfl as 
the famous pilot of the Braves be- 
gan at the top and worked down. It 
was twenty-nine years ago today, 
on June 19, 1890, that Stallings was 
released by the Brooklyn club, and 
this practically ended his major 
league playing career. In his later 
appearance as manager he occasion- 
ally took the field, but he was never 
& regular in the big show after be- 
ing dropped by the Superbas. Sta]- 
lings was a young college graduate. 
without professional experience, and 


was contemplating the practice of 


medicine as a life work when Harry 
Wright induced him to sign a con- 
tract with the Philadelphia Na- 
tionals. He remained with the 
Phils as backstop until the middle 
of the season, and then went to To- 
ronto. He was with Galveston, 
Oakland and Stockton, Cal. until 
1890, when he was given another 
chance in .the National by the 
Brooklyn club. Stallings then went 
to California and played with San 
Jose until 1893, when he began his 
managerial career as pilot of the 
Augusta, Ga., club, winning the pen- 
nant. He then went to Nashville 
and copped two pennants for that 
city. In 1896 he managed Detroit 
and the following year he returned 
to Philadelphia as manager of 
Reach’s club, remaining two years. 
George permitted himself to play in 
the outfield occasionally, but it is 
doubtful if any other manager 
would have tolerated him, for as a 
A pti he was never of big league 
class. 


LESSON NO. 22 
Studying the Position. 

Short stops are compelled to 
watch pitching and to watch the 
ball every instant. To remove the 
eyes from the ball even for a frac- 
tion of a second when it is in play, 
often is disastrous. For this rea- 
son it is necessary for the short stop 


to study the geography of his post- 
tion more closely than any other 


player excepting the second base- 
man. He should be able to close 


his eyes in practice and run to 
second base without looking for the 
bag. He should be able to turn 
and run out into left center without 
looking where he is going. 
Constant study of the angles of 
the field will make for ease in 
movement and prevent disastrous 
errors. The first rule of baseball 
should be, “Take a look around.’ 
Before each play, before each pitch- 
ed ball every player engaged in a 
contest should look around and 
study his own position and that of 
others. It is vital that the short 


stap, more perhaps than the others, 
should decide before each play just 
what to do if the ball is hit to 
him. His decision is the more im- 
portant because it is necessary for 
him to get into more combination 
Plays than any of the others. There- 
fore he must know exactly how far 
he is from second base, how quickiy 
he can reach it, and whether to 
attempt a play himself or pass the 
ball to the second baseman. He 
must be able to run straight to the 
bag, put his foot against its side 
or corner (never stepping on it and 
risking a sprained ankle) and 
watch the ball all the time. The 
throw from the first baseman or 
second baseman in a fast double 
play is short and quick. The short 
stop running to the base to meet 
such a throw, is lost if he takes 
his eyes off the ball to locate the 
base, >. 

To know the positions of the 
others enables a short stop to judge 
instantly whether it is his duty 
to try fly balls falling -behind 
third base, or’~behind his own posi- 
tion. He should know the posi- 
tion of the left fielder, whether he 
is playing deep or a short field. 
To lose even a step in going after 
those short “Texas League” flies 
means that an out is turned into 
a base hit. He must run blindly, 
with back to the diamond and his 
eyes upward. He never should try 
for such a fly unless he hears the 
order called clearly by the infield 
captain or unless he himself claims 
the catch in a !oud voice. The risk 
of collision with the left fielder is 
great unless precaution is taken to 
see no misunderstanding can ex- 
ist. Once having claimed the catch, 
the short stop never should hesi- 
tate. Team play depends upor 
faith in each other and he must 
proceed on the theory that the 
left-fielder understands and_ will 
keep away. Besides the left fielder 
is in better position to see the dan- 
ger and avoid it.

America’s Premier Avia- 
tion Ace Contends That 
Speed Events Are High- 
ly Constructive, Instead 
of Destructive, and 


Shows Why. 


Indianapolis, June 18.—Captain E. 


V. Rickenbacker, American “Ace of 


Aces” and one of the world’s pre- 
mier racing drivers before he for- 
sook the speed sport for the realm 
of the sky, contradicts the opinion, 
recently advanced in some quarters, 
that automobile racing serves no 
useful purpose, and that consequent- 
ly it ought to be abolished to avoid 
the recurrence of such events as 
marred the Liberty sweepstakes race 


May 31. 

“It is with a good deal of regret,” 
says Captain Rickenbacker, “that I 
note the adverse sentiment current 
in some sections against automobile 
racing as the result of the three fa- 
talities that happened during the In- 
dianapolis 6500-mile Liberty sweep- 
stakes race at Indianapolis, at which 
I officiated as referee. The death of 
any man is a sad thing, with many 
pathetic consequences in its wake, 
and if it served no other purposa 
than to make a Roman holiday, as 
has been charged with reference to 
automobile racing, it would indeed 
be inexcusable. 

“Now, it so happens that prior to 
entering the United States air serv~- 
ice I was identified with automobile 
racing for a good many years, and 
consequently am more familiar than 
is the average individual with the 
useful, and 1 may say right now, in- 
dispensable role played by the sport 
in the development of automobile 
design, engineering and metallurgi- 
cal discovery, as applied both to the 
automobile and the airplane. Stop 
and consider that a contest such as 
an Indianapolis 500-mile race tests 
every part of a motor car’s machan- 
ism more severely than two years of 
ordinary usage and you will get an 
idea of how racing has speeded up 
engineering progress. 

Defective Wheel Cause. 


“In the last Liberty sweepstakes 
race every accident but one was due 
to defective wheels, wheels that ap- 
parently were sound, but under the 
crucial strain of sustained high 
speed revealed themselves in their 
true light. The same wheels would 
have given good service under ordi- 
nary touring conditions for one or 
two years, perhaps, and then, sud- 
denly crashed, to the wiping out 
possibly of an entire family, as has 
often happened in touring accidents. 

“The discoveries of the last Ine 
dianapolis race will enable wheel 
manufacturers to improve § their 
product so that occurrences such ag 
those which produced fatalities dur- 
ing the contest will be impossible 
on the open road. Who shall say 
then, in view of this fact, that the 
Liberty sweepstakes race did not 
serve a useful purpose? 

“Any one who drives an automo< 
bile has often reflected upon what 
would happen if his steering ap- 
paratus would break, leaving him 
helpless at the wheel of an uncon- 
trollable car, and great has been the 
wonder that this delicate contri- 
vance rarely gives any. trouble. As 
a matter of fact, the perfection of 
steering mechanism is one of the 
chief contributions of automobile 
racing to the safety of motoring, 
Designs that were thought good en- 
gineering practice were quickly 
shown to be most dangerous when. 
subjected to the test of extreme 
speed and consequently 
before they had opportunity to work 
mischief in the field of every day 
use. 

“The same thing applies to all 
other parts of an automobile with 
respect to _ safety. Frames, axles, 
wheel spindles, bearings, tires, the 
proper design and materials for 
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has ever had, and dig deep.

“Also don’t forget that racing 
calls into play the keenest engineer- 
ing minds in a constant struggle to 


produce more horsepower, more 
energy with less weight—an end- 
less reaching’ out into new fiélds 
for the purpose of increasing effici- 
ency and economy in gasoline con- 
sumption. To increase engine 
efficiency new ‘types of valve ac- 
tion have been invented, different 
cylinder arrangements have been 
tried, all kinds of manifolds built, 
every piece gone over Witn a View 
to possible improvement, while the 
endeavor to reduce weight has 
proved a atimulus to the metallurgi- 
cal arts, resulting in the invention 
of steels of unheard-of lightness, 
combined with surpassing strength. 

“The new, lightweight car of the 
future, combining comfort and 
roominess with low operating cost, 
both as regards gasoline and tires, 
will owe its existence more to rac- 
ing than any other factor. 

Air Engines Developed. 


“And looking back for a moment 
to the recent days of war, what do 
you suppose would have been the 
position of allied aircraft manufac- 
turers but for the experience of 
racing? Every engine that went 
into an allied airplane, from the 
English Sunbeam through the His- 
pano-Suiza and Fiat to the Ameri- 
can Liberty, incorporated principles 
developed in the field of automobile 
racing, and which, without racing, 
could not have been developed in 
time to be of service. True, We are 
not supposed to have wars any 
more,, but as long as the possibility 
is present it will not do to ignore 
automobile racing as a factor in de- 
termining the safety of the nation. 

“Summing up the case of automo- 
bile racing, I would say that it is 
indispensable to modern progress, at 
least as far as events like the In> 
dianapolis races and the French 
Grand Prix contests’ are concerned, 
where the new ideas and theories of 
the most prominent builders of both 
the new and old continents are test- 
ed in actual competition. 

“For next year the Indianapolis 
speedway management has an- 
nounced that its contest will be for 
cars of 183 cubic inch piston ‘dis- 
piacement, coinciding with recently 
formulated plans for the French 
Grand Prix. Every other year, since 
the Indianapolis races were begun, 
there has been a marked reduction 
in engine size, starting with un- 
limited sizes prior to 1911 and 
progressing through 600 eubic 
inches for 1911 and 1912, 450 eubie 
inches for 1913 and 1914, and 300 
cubic inches for 1915, 1916 and 1919 
to the newly-announced size of 183 
cubic inches. \ . 

“Here is written, in language so 
clear that none can mistake it, the 
underlying motive and purpose of 
automobile racing—the application 
of a constant stimulus to engineers 
and manufacturers to develop new 
principles, to increase efficiency, to 
make one ounce of fuel do what 
two did before, to conserve natural 
Mo and agfvance human, prog- 

“There are probably more cars 
approximating in engine size the 
new 183 cubic inch specifications of 
the Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
company thah all the other sizes of 
cars put together, and the utility 
of the sport of automobile racing 
will consequently be increased 
many times as the result of the new 
policy, even more than was the case 
with previous engine reductions. 
“It is not likely that cars of this 
Size will be able to attain the ex- 
treme speeds of their predecessors 
for perhaps a year or two; it will 
take that long to perfect them. As 
Soon as they do reach the limit of 
their efficiency, the minute there is 
nothing further to be learned con- 
cerning their improvement, the 
master minds of the racing sport 
can be depended on to make still 
further reductions until the ulti- 
mate point of engineering develop- 
ment in the field of automotive in- 
dustry has been reached. This is 
the real aim of automobile racing. 
The spectacle is but a means of 
arousing public interest in what has 
been accomplished, and not an end 
in itself. If I can do anything to 
clear up any existing impression to 
the contrary I shall consider that I 
have rendered a signal service to 
human progress and to civilization.”

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~~ AGAIN DEFEATED 


Initiative and Referendum 
Rejected by Federation. 
Only 35 Delegates Fa- 
vored Measure. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 18.— 
Radical and conservative delegates 
attending the reconstruction con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Labor clashed again today. The 
contest, which arose over a resolu- 
tion proposing inauguration of a 
policy of initiative and referendum 
within the ranks of organized 
labor, was marked by a display of 
bitter feeling, which, as was the 
case yesterday, resulted in the radi- 
cal element being crushingly de- 
feated. 

A vote on whether there should 
be a roll call on the resolution dis- 
closed there were only 35 delegates 
out of about 500 favoring the meas- 
ure. This was interpreted as rep- 
resenting even more than the maxi- 
mum ratio of radials within organ- 
ized labor. 

As soon as the initiative and refer- 
endum was reported, James Dun- 
can, of Seattle, declared the meas- 
ure was for the benefit of the 
“rank and file of workers.” He ac- 
cused the resolutions committee, 
which recommended non-concur- 
rence in the measure, of being un- 
progressive and holding the belief 
the rank and file was not intelli- 
gent enough to consider important 
questions. ; 

Only Preach Democracy. 

“You preach about democracy 
and yet you won’t have it in or- 
ganized labor,” hotly declared the 
delegate. 

Delegate Deutlebaum, of Detroit, 
accused the committee and organ- 
ized labor in general of desiring to 
“choke new ideas.” 

Charles C. Shay, 
delegate of the heatrical stage 
workers, denied that organized labor 
was engaged in throttling new idéas, 
adding: 

“We are,* however, engaged in 
killing so-called new ideas designed 
to kill the American labor organiza- 
ag as it is today.” 

e asserted that he and many 
other delegates were convinced the 
labor movement would be much bet- 
ter off with only half as many mem- 
bers, if all those members were 
loyal. He invited “the other half” 
to get out of organized labor and 
continue its efforts to bring about 
social revolutions outside of the or- 
ganization. 

“We are tired,” he declared, “of 
having you people come in here and 
scream about what we should do to 
run the government. Those who get 
up here to tell us such things, would 
do far better if they would take out 
citizenship papers and then they 
could vote.” : 

After a roar of applause, banging 
on tables and cheers had subsided, 
“Curley” Grow, of Los Angeles, an- 
nounced he wanted to be considered 
a radical, or rather a “constructive 


radical.” 
“T want to go forward,” he cried.

That there is already widespread 
and earnest interest in Atlanta in 
the question of foreign trade, and 
that this interest is growing con- 
stantly, was strongly evidenced 
yesterda ywhen some sixty repre- 
sentative business men of the city 
gathered at the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce for the luncheon given 
in compliment to Robert S. Barrett, 
representative of the United States 
department of commerce. After the 
luncheon a number of other inter- 
ested people attended the meeting 
held in the assembly hall of the 
chamber of commerce for the pur- 
pose of effecting a definite and per- 
manent organization of a class in 
Atlanta for the study of the tech- 
nique of establishing trade rela- 
tions with foreign countries, pri- 
marily with Latin-America. 

Mr. Barrett made a most inter- 
esting talk on the possibilities and 
opportunities presented by the 
South American countries to the 
Georgia business man and manu- 
facturer. He emphasized the fact 
that the field is practically clear 
at this time of European competi- 
tion in many lines, and that ihe 
country, the business, the man, who 
gets in now with a line of goods 
that can compete with the European 
product in quality, price and trans- 
portation will have unlimited field 
for his operations. 

Native Atlantan. 

Mr. Barrett has lived in South 
America for more than twenty 
years, having gone from Atlanta, 
where he grew up, to Mexico, thence 
on to Central and South America. 
He is now commercial attache of 
the United States department of 
commerce at Guenos Aires. He has 
worked under the federal shipping 
board also, and is splendidly con- 
versant with conditions in Latin- 
America as they pertain to com- 
merce and transportation. 

Dr. Guy King, Cuban consul in 
Atlanta, and member of the trade 
extension committee of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, has been 
delegated by the chamber to organ- 
ize a local class for the study of 
the technique and fundamentals of 
foreign trade. Many colleges and 
universities now have just such a 
course and it is proving immensely 
valuable to the young men who are 
taking it. However, there is a 
strong need for a business men’s 
class. The Atlanta chamber of 
commerce is spponsoring this class 
and the United States government 
is providing the couhse. Dr. King 
asked for enrollments at the meet- 
ing yesterday and about twenty- 
five students were listed. 

No Cost for Course. 

There is absolutely no cost to this 
course, th eentire outline being pro- 
vided by the government. The gov- 
ernment, however, recommends cer- 
tain books that are most valuable, 
and it is supposed that the student 
will provide. himself with these. The 
lectures, which will be given every 
month or every two weeks, accord- 
ing t othe interest shown and the 
progress made by the class, will be 
given b yrepresentatives of the fed- 
eral government—men who have 
been attaches of th edepartment of 
commerce and shipping, men who 
have been in the consular service, 
or in any way connected intimately 
with the trade of foreign countries. 
These speakers will be sent here to 
address the study class and to an- 
swer any questions of their specific 
countries which may arise. 

A meeting of all thos einterested 
in joining this class will be called 
at an early date for the purpose of 
perfecting a permanent organiza- 
tion and deciding on all details. This 
class is open to the public. Any in- 
formation concerning it may be had 
from the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce or from Dr. Guy King.
